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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire  : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  first  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

During  the  short  time  that  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  the 
Kensington  School  District  as  Superintendent,  I  have  been  pleased 
with  the  progressive  and  co-operative  spirit  which  prevails.  The 
combining  of  the  lower  grades  in  the  East  School  and  the  upper 
grades  in  the  North  School  has  resulted  in  definite  benefits,  the  most 
important  of  which  is  improvement  in  teaching  cnditions.  It  is  only 
logical  to  assume  that  the  fewer  grades  a  teacher  has  the  better 
teaching  job  she  can  do.  Kensington  is  fortunate  to  have  two  able 
and  experienced  teachers  in  Mrs.  Bartlett  and  Mrs.  Clough.  Both 
are  sincerely  interested  in  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  and  with  fewer 
grades  to  teach  they  are  able  to  devote  more  time  to  the  pupils  in 
each  class.  I  am  certain  that  this  will  result  in  higher  scholarship  in 
years  to  come. 

Liberal  salary  increases  and  the  combining  of  the  upper  and  lower 
grades  in  separate  buildings  are  two  important  steps  in  the  secur- 
ing and  holding  of  efficient  teachers  in  these  times  of  teacher  short- 
age. A  third  step  in  the  improvement  of  the  educational  program 
would  be  a  combined  school  building.  Kensington  should  move 
ahead  with  the  plans  for  a  new  building  as  rapidly  as  conditions 
and  finances  will  permit. 

Few  small  communities  have  a  more  active  Parent-Teacher  As- 
sociation than  Kensington.  The  activities  of  this  body  are  a  valuable 
and  greatly  appreciated  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  the  schools. 

The  report  of  the  School  Nurse,  Mrs.  Sheehy,  shows  that  the 
health  and  general  welfare  of  the  pupils  is  being  constantly  observed 
and  essential  corrective  measures  taken.  Co-operation  of  parents 
and  teachers  in  promoting  the  health  program  is  essential. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  Mrs.  Southwick  was  unable  to  continue 
this  year  as  Supervisor  of  Music.  Due  to  the  acute  shortage  of 
teachers  in  such  specialized  fields  as  art  and  music,  no  successor 
could  be  found.  It  is  hoped  that  this  position  may  be  filled  next  year. 

The  statistical  tables  which  follow  serve  to  compare  the  enroll- 
ment, cost  of  elementary  education,  and  attendance  record  in  Ken- 
sington with  similar  facts  from  the  other  towns  in  Union  No.  16.  I 
commend  these  to  your  attention. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  add  the  following  paragraph  which  is  per- 
tinent to  the  future  education  of  every  community : 
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Now  that  the  war  is  over  and  the  nation  is  confronted  with  the 
problem  of  reconversion,  the  public  schools  must  likewise  make 
many  readjustments  in  the  days  ahead.  Today  there  is  a  mounting 
tide  of  sentiment  in  behalf  of  better  education.  We  have  entered 
upon  a  new  age  in  the  history  of  man.  With  weapons  now  in  his 
hands  which  can  obliterate  nations  from  the  face  of  the  earth,  man 
is  literally  forced  to  get  along  with  his  fellow  men.  A  high  level  of 
universal  education  is  indispensable  to  the  solution  by  this  country, 
or  any  other,  of  such  basic  problems  as  good  citizenship,  full  em- 
ployment, and  group  relationship.  The  American  people  have  had  a 
great  faith  in  education.  Today  they  must  have  an  even  broader 
vision.  The  kind  of  education  we  provide  today  will,  more  than  any- 
thing else,  determine  our  future.  Teachers  will  do  their  part  but 
they  seek,  and  they  need,  the  active  co-operation  of  every  individual. 
It  is  essential  that  increased  interest  in  and  understanding  of  the 
objectives  and  activities  of  the  school  program  be  accepted  as  a 
personal  responsibility  by  every  citizen  of  this  community.

To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  N.  H. : 

Following  are  the  health  activities  carried  on  in  the  Kensington 
Schools  from  January  1,  1945  to  January  1,  1946: 

Most  of  the  corrective  work  for  the  1944  physical  examinations 
was  done  during  the  winter  and  spring  months  of  1945. 
18  children  had  complete  dental  care. 
4  children  had  part  dental  care. 
2  children  had  tonsillectomies  performed. 
2  children  had  eye  examinations  and  received  glasses. 
2  children  had  eye  examinations  and  had  glasses  changed. 

All  children  are  vaccinated. 

21  Visits  were  made  to  the  school. 

32  visits  were  made  to  the  homes. 

No.  of  children  examined  in  the  fall  of  1945 45 

No.  of  children  found  to  have  defective  vision 10 

No.  of  children  found  to  have  defective  teeth 27 

No.  of  children  found  to  have  defective  tonsils 6 

No.  of  children  found  to  have  enlarged  glands 2 

All  children  are  weighed  and  measured  during  the  fall,  spring 
and  winter  terms. 

There  have  been  no  contagious  diseases  in  the  schools  this  school 
year. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  is  sponsoring  a  dental  clinic  to 
be  held  this  coming  spring.  All  children  who  have  not  been  to  their 
family  dentist  should  attend. 

We  expect  to  have  a  Diphtheria  Toxoid  Clinic  in  the  school  for  all 
pre-school  children  over  nine  months  of  age  and  all  school  children 
in  the  first  four  grades  within  the  next  two  weeks.  All  children  who 
have  not  been  inoculated  against  diphtheria  should  have  it  done  at 
this  clinic. 

Children  are  encouraged  to  bring  milk  and  soups  to  be  heated  in 
school  for  their  noon  lunch. 

I  wish  to  take  this  oppotunity  to  thank  our  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Coleman,  the  School  Board,  the  teachers,  the  Parent-Teacher  As- 
sociation, the  parents  and  friends  for  their  co-operation  and  help 
with  my  health  work.

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Prevent  Forest  Fires — It  Pays 


An  average  of  7,300  acres  of  woodland  are  burned  over  by  forest 
fires  in  New  Hampshire  each  year  destroying  many  thousand  dollars 
worth  of  property  of  all  description.  It  costs  many  additional 
thousands  of  dollars  and  requires  valuable  man  hours,  taken  from 
other  essential  work,  to  extinguish  them.  These  losses  affect  the 
personal  fortunes  of  the  owners,  and  town  and  state  economies. 

Everyone  loses  because  of  them. 

» 

Analysis  of  fire  causes  reveals  the  fact  that  more  than  98  per  cent 
of  all  forest  fires  are,  consistently,  the  result  of  human  carelessness, 
and  are  preventable! 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  during  the  past  few  years. 
Favorable  fire  weather  and  war  time  restrictions  on  travel  which 
kept  people  off  the  highways  and  out  of  the  woods  have  aided  ma- 
terially in  reducing  fire  risks,  keeping  fires  fewer  and  fire  losses  low. 

We  now  face  changed  conditions.  People  can  travel  freely.  Their 
love  for  travel  and  the  freedom  of  the  woods  will  bring  them  out  in 
ever  increasing  numbers.  This  will  step  up  the  fire  risks  materially. 
The  accelerated  cutting  of  the  war  years  has  resulted  in  additional 
thousands  of  slash  acres.  These  factors,  combined  with  a  possible 
dry  season  and  human  carelessness  could  easily  produce  a  catas- 
trophe. Everyone  must,  consequently,  be  on  his  guard.  He  should 

1.  Be  careful  with  fire  or  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands. 

2.  Co-operate  with  the  local  forest  fire  warden  and  his  deputies 

by 

a.  Abiding  cheerfully  with  whatever  restrictions  it  may  be 
necessary  to  impose.  They  are  intended  only  to  be  help- 
ful. 

b.  Securing  permits  to  burn  debris  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow. 

c.  Seeing  that  others  comply  with  the  requirements. 

d.  Promptly  coming  to  the  warden's  assistance  when 
needed. 

If  these  few  fundamental  practices  are  followed  it  will  be  possible 
to  PREVENT  a  large  proportion  of  FOREST  FIRES  from  start- 
ing—that PAYS!
